Man-made fibers are chemically produced. Man-made 
fibers such as polyester, nylon and aery!it are usually 
associated with easy-care features and are well suited 
iif home sewing projut ts.

A finish is ;i treatment to a fabric to change its 
behavioi or improve its appearance, can 1 or hand 
(how it feels). Finishes am make a fabric aea.se- 
resistanl, mildew-resistant, resistant to oil ui 
water-borne stains, or add luster and stability. 

A permanent finish is often used to describe crease- 
resistance and shnnkage-rejiLsiamr, Few finishes me 
truly permanent for the life of the fabric Although 
they are durable, the\ may become less effective with 
laundering and drydeaiting. 

Decorator Fabrics are designed for home decorator 
projects. They are usually wider than 48 ‘ (1211 cm) 


and often have spvn.il finishes which are desirable 
for home items. 

Fashion fabrics .ire used primarily lor dressmaker 
or fashion sewing; however, fabrics such as calico, 
eyelet, poplin, polished cotton, gingham, sateen and 
muslin may also lx H used for the home 

Repeat is the size (length and width) of the patten j 
or modi punted on the fabru, You will usually need 
10 buy one extra repeat lor each length of fabric you 
use I he size of the refjeat is often printed on ibe 
label oi selvage uf decorator fabric. 

Selvage i% the finished lengthwise edge of a 
woven I a brie, 

(drain Ls the direction in whit h fabric i breath run. 
Woven fabrics consist oflcngihwi.se threads 
intersecting crosswise threads When these threads 
cross each other at perfect right angles the fabric 
ls i>?i gnui i. If the iotetsection of lengthwise and 
cross wist' threads is not at light angles flu: Libra 
is off-grain. Avoid buying fabric that is printed 
off-grain; it is difficult to work with and will not 
bang properly. 

Other Practical Considerations 

Fabrics should not he prewashed. Many are treated 
with Finishes to protect their beauty and resist 
soiling, Washing may remove- this finish, altei the 
fabric’s hand, or fade lhi* infers Drydean youi 
finished projects to keep diem looking then best. If 
you do wash, use told water and nondefergent soap,

Matching Fabrics 


Using a number of complrmeintarv 
patterns and colors helps to connect 
areas hi rooms and give your 
home continuity, 

Geometric prints, snipes, patterns 

solids can work togedict lu 
give a room style and interest. 
Fabric manufacturers mate it easy 
to coordinate fabrics by designing 
groups ui compleineniai i i patterns, 
prints and solids which \oct can 
use in any combination. 

h you coordinate fabrics on voui 
own, unroll the bolts and compare 
them side-by-side in natural light 
Examine the fabrics horn several 
angles to judge the Lompatibilin 
of print and color. 

Bolts often come from different dye 
lots In avoid profile ms ot slight 
color variations or differentcs m 
patteni printing, buy fabrics for 
large projects from only one bolt. 
Check patterned iabrics to Ik.- sure 
they are printed on the straight 
grain. Also remember that wider 
fabrics generally mean fewei 
seams, especially in curtains. 

Consider where the fabric will In 
used and how it relates to othei 
fabrics in the room. Most stores 
have display llils or swatch book* 
of their decorator fabrics available. 
They may permit von to take 
swatches home. Tills gives you a 
chance to see die iabnt next To 
other fabrics arid lets you see it in 
your home lighting which may be 
very different from store lighting 
If swatches are not available, ask 
for a sample from the bolt or buy 
a small piece before you invest in 
a large cul.

Colors 
appear darker against light 
backgrounds, lighter against dark 
surfaces, Warm colors make object 
seem larger, w liile cool colors make 
them recede lit general, avoid 
using bold contrasting colors m

■ Keep the room's exposure in 
mind. You may want to warm a 
northern exposure with warm 
tones, or cool down a hot sunny 
room with pale blues. 

* Light colors show soil more 
readily than dark colors. 

* At windows, pale colors diffuse 
light while dar k coleus block it. 
Hold up a length of fabric in 
direct sunlight to see d it creates 
the effect you want

Equipment & Notions 


The Basics 


Home decorator sowing requires I he Mine basic 
equipment as diessmaket sewing, with tbe addition 
of tools for me Am ring windows and furniture Using 
the proper equipment makes the work easier and 
die results more .satisfy mg. 

1) Needle threader eases threading u£ hand and 
machine needles. 

2') Puis with plastic or glass heads are easier to see 
and handle, 

3) Thimble protects your middle finger when you 
sew by hand, 

4) Needles for general hand sewing are .•iturpA Buy a 
package of assorted sizes for various sewing tasks. 

5) T-pins are long, sturdy, broad-headed pins which 
are used to anchor fabrics to solid surfaces. 

6} Quilting pins are extra long and useful for 
working with heavy oi thick materials 

7} All-purpose thread is used toj hand and mat him 
sewing on most fabrics. Choose ail-cotton, cotton- 
wrapped polyester or iiU-polyesLei thread, depending 
on the fiber content ol the fabric, 



Measuring Tools 


l he most important consideration in borne 
decorator sewing Ls at curate measuring 1 he 
following measuring aids help you make mirert 
calculations for huying and cutting fabric.. 

J) Carpenters square is an L-shaped ruler, used 
to determine the perfect right angles and square 
cornel s that are essential to the & of curtains, 
shades, tablecloths and pillows. 

2) Wood folding ruler is used for measuring large 
areas. Because ol its stability, this rnlet is more 
accurate than a tape measure. 

3) Yardstick is, used for measuring tong, flat lengths 
of fabric and lor marking and squaring grain lines 

1 he surface ul the yardstick should he smooth sn u 
does not snag fabric. 

4) Spring-return metal tape measures windows and 
other large areas. It is also hand\ foi measuring 
around curves. 

5) Seam gauge makes quick, short measure me fils 
such as those foi hems. The li" (13 cm> metal or 
phis tit ruler bus a sliding mm kco foi accuracy in 
measuring. 















Marking & Culling Tools 


Nolions 


Alter making careful calculations and taking 
accurate measurements, mark and cut the Fabric 
in preparation for sewing. Have on band an 
assortment of marking tools for various fabric colors 
and textures, Mood quality- tuning tools are also ,i 
smart investment. 

1) Cutting board is marked with horizontal and 
s mica I lines, and is useful for laying out and cutting 
lengths oi tabrk up to 2 yards ('I.Hn meters). It is 
made of heavy cardboard so Fabric am be pinned in 
place. I wo hoards may be necessary foi large items 
such as floor-length curias ns. 

2\ Tkilor's chalk ss specially designed to mask 
directly on fabric and rub all easily. 

3} Trimmers have straight handles and are user! for 
trimming and straightening edges. A lightweight, 
slim blade aids accuracy. 

4) Scam ripper k used to remove stitches Use it 
with care u> avoid ripping liihrk. 

5) Bent-handled shears allow fabrii to remain flat 
during cutting. Shears should be lightweight, easi tu 
handle and H" or 9" (20,5 or 23 cm) long. 

fill liquid marking pencils make sharp, defined 
lines on Firm Fabrics i. )ne type of peni tl makes a 
mark that can lie removed with cleat water, the 
other makes a mark that disappears in 4ft hours, 
lest marking pencils on j. fabric scrap before using 
Ironing permanently sets the markings; il mat kings 
art on the right side of the fabric, do not press until 
they are removed. 


Notions serve three purposes in home decorator 
sewmg. Some, such as ihe rings used on Roman 
shades, ;nt- essential lo the construction of an item; 
others, such as fusible wi-b and lahrit glue, make 
sewing easier. Notions such as hraids. trims, pipings 
and ribbons are simply decorative 

1) Decorative trims surh as bias tape (lal, piping 
(lb) and ribbon (1c) ate available In a wide range of 
colors and styles to complement the items you sew. 
.Selec t mmji wilh the same care requirements as ihe 
decorator Fabric, 

2) Cords, tapes and rings (2a) have specific uses on 
c ertain projects. I hese notions are described in the 
directions for projects which require them, 

3) Fusible web is u.sec:l foi hemming or tor bonding 
two layers oi fabric together, [t is available in narrow 
strips for hems, or in 3H" Mb cm) widths for fusing 
larget areas. 

4) Fabric adhesives stub as glue stick (4a) and craft 
or whim glue (-Ih) may lie used Jot temporary 
basting, oi for pel inanetid) applying baiting or 
trims to items whic h will noi receive much handling. 

5) Liquid fray preventer dries Invisibly and prevents 
the raw edge of fabric from Fraying. Use it as a 
icnufMsrary agent to prevent raveling while working 
with fabrii . or as a permanent finish on exposed 
seams and edges, 

6} Slain-resislanc spray can be used on many home 
decorating items to prevent spills From soaking into 
fa 1 1 ri<. I n a p| ij y, I ol low i n siructio ns on the cotuaine r. 







Machine Stitching 


Must hump decorator sewing can be done entirely 
lay machine with a straight oi rig/ag stiich. Ah hough 
machines vary in capabilities, each \m the same busk 
parts and controls Consuli yout machine manual to 
review the rhridding procedures and to locatt the 
controls that operate the principal parts. 

Tension, pressure and stitch length and width are 
die main adjustments that rriMic jierfect straight ui 
rigzag stitching, (.’housing die appropriate needle 
and ibread for the sewing pipject and labric also 
helps to create quality stitching. 

Tension is the halance between the uppei and 
bobbin threads as they pass through the machine. 


When tension is perfectly balanced, the stitches look 
even on Iwth sides of die fabric l*ecause they link 
midway between fabric layers. Tension that is [imp 
Light causes seams to pucker and stitches to break 
easily. Tension dial is ton loose results in weak seams 

Pressure regulates the even feeding oi fabric layers. 
When pressure is too heavy, the bottom fabric layer 
gathers, forcing the upper layer ahead o! the presser 
fool. This unevenness can make .1 difference of 
several inches at the end of a long seam, such a_s one 
on a curtain. Pressure that is too light may $ itiSC 
skipped stitches, 1 rooked stitching lines and weak, 
loose stitches 
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Stitch length is controlled with a regulator that is on 
an inch H ale from (1 to 20, a metric scale (min 0 to 
4, or a numerical scale from 0 to 9. On the metric 
and numerical scales, higher numbers Eoi m a longer 
stitch, lower numbers a shorter stitch Fur normal 
stitching, .set the regulator at 10 to 12 stitches pet 
inch (2.5 [ml. I his setting is equivalent to 2.3 to :1 
on the metric scale, and 5 on the numerical scale, 

Needle, rive 14/80, is used for general-purpose 
sewing on medium weight fabrics Because site firm 
weave and glazed finish of many home decoratoi 
fabrics dull a needle quickly, change the needle 
oiteu A bent, blunt or burred needle damages 
labnc. Prevent damage to the needle by removing 
pins from the seam as you come to them, Never sew 
over pins ur Jet them get under the Fabrk where 
they may cumr in contact with i he feed dogs 


Perfect Straight & Zigzag Stitching 



Straight stitches should link midway between Suht n 
layers so stitches are [he same length on in?di sides 
nf fabric. Adjust tension and pressure so stitches do 
not break easily and the seam does not pocket 


Thread for general-purpose sewing is suitable foj 
rnoss hujue decorator projects. LE.se an all purpose' 
weight, Choose all-cotton, all-puhrsitT. or cotton- 
wTwpped polyester thread that matches die fifxr 
content of the fabric. For balanced tension, use the 
same tv pc o| thread in the bobbin and the needle 

Thread tfie machine correctly; incorrect threading 
can cause a stitch to be too loose or too tight. To 
rethread the mac bine, remove the spool completely 
and begin again, in case the thre ad has (united in 
the Tension or ovet die .spool pin. 

Use a scrap of fabric to rest the tension, pressure 
and siiLch length before starting to sew. Jo ^ heck the 
balance of the tension, you may want to thread the 
machine with different colors Ibi upper and bobbin 
threads so the stitches are easlet to see 



stitching is adjusted correctly w hen die links 
interlock at the comer of each stitch Stitches should 
lie flat. Adjust the- zigzag widtli jnd density with cite

Machine Siiutorng Terms 



Bastestitching (a) is the longest 
straight stitch on the machine; b 
ors the mrh scale, 4 on the metric 
scale, and 9 on die numerical settle. 
Some sewing machines have a 
separate built-in bastestiuh (t>> that 
makes two stitches to the inch 
cm).

1) Plain seam is suitable for almost even fain it anti 
sewing application when vou plan to enclose die 
seam or cover it with a lining. 

2) French seam eliminates raw edges in exposed 
wains. In dressmaking, the Frent h scam is used 
primarily on sheer fabrics; in home riccur-ating use 
ii whenever a seam ls visible nil the wrung side nt 
is subjected to frequent laundering. 

3) Interlocking fell or seif abound seam, like the 
French seam, completely enclases raw edges, For this 
warn, sew oil the wrong side of the fabric* l se dt< 
narrow hemmei attachment as a tunesaver. 

4) Overedge or zigzag seams are plain seams w iih a 
zigzag Finish to prevent raveling- Use them cm ht av> 
textured fabrics that are too bulky for French or 
self-lxigrtri seams. Some machines have nveredgi 
settings thai stitch and finish the edge in one ste|^. 
Ken rln-, seam, allow ■ i" (h mnil ^v.i:: .ilMi.uu es. 

Long straight seams tend to pmhei in some fabrics, 
especially sheers To prevent this, practice taut 
hewing. As you sew, pull oqnaJly nil the fabric m 
from and hack of the needle as il the fabric were m 
an embroidery hoop. Do noi stretch. Bull the Libia 
tam. and let it Feed through the machine on its own

Many home decorator striving projects require 
long seams or hems. ] here Lire .SevernI mm hint- 
attachments and special feet dial speed hemming 
binding, ruffling and straighi stitching. Some of 
these accessories t ome with the mat huie; olhei/s are 
available from your machine dealer. 


Before buying special-purpose attachments, find out 
if your machine lias a high, low or slanted shank. 
Consult the machine manual if you are not SUt c 
what ty pe of shank your jnac trine has. Snap-cm 
pressor Feet will Fit any machine with a snap-on. 
all-purpose thank.

Shades 


Shades control light and provide privacy when used 
alone or with curtains. Because they fit dose to 
windows, shades are also energy efficient. 

Shades ran be mounted either inside or outside the 
window frame. The screws can be inserted on eithei 
the 1" or 2" (2.5 or 5 cm) side of the mourning 
hoard, f'hb will determine how far from dir window 
your shade wiJI hang, 

Roman shade is the basis for sdEchecbturk, llobbied f 
cloud, balloon and insulated shades. Ihew shades 
are j raised and lowered by a system of cords and 
rings which cause them to pleat into soft folds 
when raised. 

Stitched-turk shade has small, topstitched tucks 
along the folds of the shade. These tucked rows 
alternate between the front and the back of the 
shade, giving die pleats li crisp look. 

Hobbled shade is two times the Length of ,i 
flat Roman shade.

Inside mounted shade fits completely inside window 
opening.

Outside mounted shade is attached ro mounting 
board, whirh is secured with screws or angle irons 
above die window Finished shade is the same width 
as the mounting board and covers die frame when 
lowered. Finished shade length equals distance from 
lop of bccird to sill or apron. Use this method for 
windows of different sizes or out-of-square windows.

Cornices & Valances 


Cornices and valances are decorative headings that 
are mounted above shades, curtains and draperies. 

1 heir purpose is to hide exposed rods plain 
mountings and tops ol mnventimiallv mm inter l 
roller shades. 

Cornices and valaiu.es are usually about one-eighth 
the curtail] or shade length- Make cornices i\" to 4" 
(7.5 to tO cm) wider than the window treatment, 
projecting 2’“ to 3" (5 to 7.3 cm) in from of it. 

Cornices are firm, txixlikr structures made from 
wood, heavy cardboard or foam board, u&ualh 
padded and upholstered. 

Valances are sample ihbru headings. Make t lie in 
shirred or fhl t with plain, trimmed oi shaped edges 
to suit the window treatment. 


A shirred valance (shown above} is a slum shirred 
panel. Install a shirred valance on a sepamte rod 
that extends 1" to 2” (2,5 to 5 cm) in front of die 
curtain rod. 

A flat or tailored valance has no extra iullnes&, 
ftiis valance is installed on j plain curtain rod, or 
attar iked to a 1" x-i" (2.5 X 10 * mj mounting txi&rd- 
lustall the mounting hoard with angle irons to 
extend beyond thr curtain; on Roman shades, attach 
the valance dhcully to die mounting board. 



A padded cornice has a closed Lop that protects 
curtains from dust. Cornices also make windows 
more energy efficient 3>\ limiting airflow at the lop 
oi' the window.

Pillow Fabrics, Forms Sc Killings 


To choose the right fabric for your pillow, consider 
bow the pillow will he used and whore it will be 
placed in your home. For a pillow that will receive 
hal'd wear, select a sturdy, firmlv woven fabric that 
will retain its shape. 

P'llows get ihdr shape from forms or Loose fillings. 
Depending on their washabtliiy, Ioosc fillings may f.je 
stuffed directly into the pillow covering or encased 
in .1 separate liner for easy removal. For ease in 
laundering or drytleaning, make a separate inner 
covering or liner for the stuffing, using lightweight 
muslin or lining fabric, nr use purchased pillow 
forms. Make the liner as you would a knife-edge: 
pillow (pages 72 and 73), fill it with stuffing, and 
machine-stitch it closed. Choose from several kinds 
of forms and fillings. 

Standard polyester furms are square, round and 
rectangular for knife-edge pillows in sizes from I" 
in :iO ,L {2 r > r . r i to 70 tin). These forms are nunallri gem*, 
washable, do not bunch, and may have muslin nr 
polyester outer coverings. Choose nmsluHoi tred 
forms for pillows with hook and Joop tape closings. 
The loose muslin fibers do not catch on the rough 
side of the tape. 

Polyurethane foam is available in sheets W to 5 
U-3 to 12.,i cm) duck for firm pillows and cushion*. 
Some stores carry a high-density foam, 4" (10 cm) 
ihick, for extra firm cushions. Since cutting the loam 
U difficult, ask rhe salesperson to llU j piece to the 
d/e o! your pillow. If you must cut your own foam, 
use an electric or serrated knife with silicone lubricant 
sprayed oil the blade. Polyurethane foam i.s also 
uvai lable sh redt led, 

Polyester fiherfill ts washable, ncKnalkrgenk filling 
hu pillows or pillow liners, 1-ibcrfqlt comes m 
louse-pack bags or pressed into batting sheets of 
varying densities. For a smooth pillow, sew an inner 
liner of batting, then stuff with loose fill. Soften the 
bard edges of polyurethane foam by wrapping the 
form with hatiing. 

Kapok is vegetable fiber filling, favored by some 
decorators because of its softness, However, kapok 
ls messy to work with ami becomes matted wiih use 

Down is washed, quill-less leathers from the tareasis 
of geese and ducks- Down makes the most luxurious 
pillows, but ii is expensive and not readily available

Because most tablecloths are wider than one fabric 
widdi h you must seam fabric widths together to make 
the tablecloth the width you need.

Use selvage edges in seams to eliminate seam 
finishing. If die selvage tends tu pucker, clip it 
at regular intervals of 1' to fi' (2.5 to 15 cm).

Selecting Fabrics 

When you design tabletop famous, look for durable, 
stain-resistant fabrics that have been treated to repel 
soil and water. Permanent press fabrics offei easy 
care. Drape the fabric over your arm to see how 
il hangs. 

Fui everyday use, lightweight cotton is appropriates 
use a lightweight, tablecloth with, a tabic pad to protect 
fine wood tables. For an elegant look, use a sheer 
lace or eyelet tablecloth over a heavier cloth. 

Small random prims are easier to work with than 
prints that may need matching. Avoid heavily 
napped fabrics nr fabrics with difficultmr-match 
design motifs such as primed plaids or stripe#, 
diagonals or one-way pal terns.

Because the bulk ni the comforter makes 
machine-quilling diiiicult to manage, it should 
be hand-tufted. Tufting, 01 hand-tied yarn. holds 
the layers together and emphasizes the appealing 
puffiness. Place tufts 6* to 10" (15 to 2M cm) apart; 
Lite design of the fabric may dictate then placement.
